Which two ways 
are as follow:

that manner Deficient. 

"Twill leave the People with the Satisfa&ion of keeping the Money . they have 
to uſe, the beſt way they think fit, and fo leaves them Money for every occaſion 
- in the manner that they now have, and a Bill for the reſt. 

To which it may well be objeted 

1.The very great trouble theſo cutting halfthrough each Piece of Money will be.

3- The remaining Diſputes about the Weight and Goodneſs of each Piece of 
Money that will always continue whilſt the ſame any way paſſes. 

4. The unavoidable Inconvenience of having more counterfeit of the ſame fort 
of Meney made, from which this Inconvenience will inevitably follow, chat 
though the Publick be to make good no more than what the Deficience at firft was 
aſcertained, much more there will be in the Hands of ſome or other, on whom 
'ewill be put at the laſt, and fo will not end without Clamour, | 

| The other Propoſal is, NES 

That all the Clipt Money ſhould in the like manner be brought to the aforeſaid 
Commiſlioners, and that ſuch as is Silver ſhould all ( but the Sixpences) by them 
be received; and in Return of ſuch Money, the Owners to receive from the ſaid 
Commiſlioners Bills, entituling the Bearer to xo /. 51. 4os. 205. or tos. which 
may fo be contrived, that the Truth of them may not only be tried in London , 
where they are to be firſt cut out of Books for each particular County to be pro- 
vided, but alſo at the Shire-Town, and fomewhere in the Diviſion in the County

Civil Wars in Enzland Gold paſleth with- 
out Weighing , inſomuch , that there is 
hardly to be tound one old Picce of Gold' 
but what is extreamly diminiſhed in Weight 
by Waſhing, unleſs hoarded up, and the 
Guineas begin to tall into the like Diſtemper 
by Fileing, Drilling, and Waſhing, of them 
light ; and for preventing of the like Fyil 
PraCices, there 1s a Neceffity, thar all Pie- 
ces of Gold after they are Stamped, as a- 
forcſaid , all Receivers, or Changers of 
Gold, ſhould Weigh and Gage their Pfeces 
to ſee that they agree to the ſaid Stamp, and 
this way will hinder the making of Gold 
light; and likewiſe the Crown and Half 
Crown Pieces of Silver to be alſo Weighed 
and Gaged , will allo prevent the Counter- 
feiring of Money for the future. Now for 
all rhete Weighty Reafons given, the Cur- 
rant Money and Plate ought to be raiſed ro 
the ſaid Value.

HEN I conſider what baſe Money goes now throughout this 

Nation for Currant, how the Mint lies unemploy'd, and how- 
many counterfeit Coiners are ſet up, I cannot but admire that 
no Expcdient is yet found out for redreſſing this Grievance; 
which, the longer it runs, the harder 'twill be to cure, an4 
at length prove of fatal Conſequence. I humbly conceive, there is no way like 
ſetting the Mint on work ( to ſtop this Inundation of Clipping and Coining ) by 
making# of Mild Money; which is hitherto unclipt, and may be accompliſh'd at- 
ter this manner, viz. 

I. The Fire Ofice, which I propoſed about three years ago, will be a good 

Fund to work upon, which I have hereto annex'd, adapting it only to Houſes, 
and will raiſe above 1700000 /. 
" If. Ifan Act was made to prohibit the uſe of Plate in Publick Houſes, (which 
the generality of them would be glad of) and the Plate they now have, or- 
der'd to the Mint, allowing them 5 5s. 64. an ounce for it; and a Mulct or Fine 
{er upon ſuch of them as ſhould preſume to uſe any for the future, would be a 
means to furniſh the Mint with preſent Materials to work on. 

HI. If the Merchant be allow'd 5 s. 64. an ounce for his Bullion, which is a 
grcater price than our Goldſmiths at home, or any Nations round about us give 
tor ir, will occaſion the bringing moſt part of it hither, and be another means 
to raiſe Materials for the Mint. 

[V. If the Coin be lower'd two Penny-weight in the Crown-Piece, and fo Sterling 
proportionabie for ſmaller Moneys, 'twould pay not only for the Bullion that -opdaxcf 
is brought to be Coin'd, but the Coinage too ; and as Sterling goes now, the pear; 
Shilling will be very little more than a Farthing of le(s worth than it was before. 

V. Our Gold Coins may be likewiſe dealt with at the {ame rare; for our PEE 
Guineas which were Coin'd for 20 s. pieces, weigh 5 Penny-weight and 9 Grains ; iT Bag 
which, as gold goes now, is worth 18 4. more than 'twas intended for, and may ounce. 
be lower'd at leaſt 9 Grains. 

VI. If any Act was made that no Clip: Money ſhould go, after one or two years 
time, and Ki the old Morey, as it comes into the Exchequer, tent to the Mint ;2, i crack, 
(which the firſt Propoſition makes good) the Nation will be {ufficiently flock'c | 
with New Money.the Clipt Money wear away inſenfibly,and the Braſs and Birmingham 
Money ſcatter'd and ſunk by thar time, ( as Birmingham Groats were of late ) and 
be no conſiderabie lois to any. 


This Method will prevent the m:ltins, hoarding , or Exporting the Coin ; becauſe 
wore cannot be mad: of TF any other ways. Twill advance onr own Gronth and hom: 
Trad? and Manufaitory, and ſet our Poor on work; becauſe Merchants then will ſet 
Flandycraft-men and others to Work, and barter Goods, inſtead of Money ; and the 
Kines Taxes will be better paid ; becauſe th: keeping our Money at home will make

HE Fire Office in London, call'd The Friendly Society, is certainly the beſt 
and moſt approved Enſurance of that kind that ever was ſet up; the 
Members thereof come into it for a {mall Sum depoſited art their Initia- 
tion; and whenſoever any Fire happens, are Relieved by the whole Bo- 

dy of the Society, each Perſon bearing an equal ſhare towards repairing the Loſs. 

Every Member of this Society at his entrance into it, depoſits in the hands 
of the Undertakers, 16 5. for every hundred Pounds worth of Stone or Brick 
Buildings, and double that Sum for Timber Buildings, beſides 25. 6. for his Po- 
licy or Inſtrument of Enſurance, which laſteth but for 7 ycars. 

Now if this Enſurance was made perpetual, and extended throughout the 
Kingdom, and an Office fix'd in every County, for the due management and 
ordering of it, and Eſtabliſhed by Act of Parliament, it would be for the general 
Good and Advantage of the whole Nation; and no Man in reaſon will grudge 
to give for ſuch Enfurance, double or treble the Sum they pay to that Office ; 
becauſe it will raiſe the Price of Houſes equal almoſt ro Land, prevent the 
Ruin of many Families, which we have daily experience of, avoid the Charge 
and Trouble of Briefs, which ſeldom anſwer their End, and be many other ways 
advantageous to the Subject. 

This Enſurance may be manag'd much as the beforementioned Office is, only 
with this, or ſuch like difference ; That is by voluntary Subſcriptions, This by a 
Tax or Aſſeſſment on the Tenants and Occupants: In that the Eſtimates were given 
in by the Members themſelves, in this, if Eſtimates be ſhort given in, Aſſeſſors

all Loſles, and the Relief or Reparations of {uch Loſſes, ro be charg'd only on 
Buildings and not on Land. 

New Buillings to be Regiſtred in every County, and the Enſurance Money 
certified yearly into the Exchequer, and paid to the Sherift, and charged on his 
Accompr.

Objeftions to theſe laſt Propoſals, with their Anſwers. 


Object. x. This Inſurance will make ſuch whoſe Houſes are decay'd, ſet them 
on fire on purpoſe that they may be rebuilt, and make them more careleſs of 
their Fires. 

Anſw. The fame Objeftion may be made to the Friendly Society: yer this Inſi- 
rance is not ſo liable to fraud as that is, becauſe here they are uncertain what 
they ſhall be allowed; and no more is recoverable for their loſs, than what A{- 
{eflors ( who are the moſt noted Men in their Pariſh, and know the yalue of e- 
very Houſe therein, and cannot eaſily be deceived ) give in upon their Appraiſment ; 
and Commiſſioners, who are the chief of the Gentry in the County, allow of: 
whereas in the other, if the Building be never ſo much decayed, and chance to 
be burnt, they recover the full value; beſides the Law puniſhes the wilful burn- 
ing of Houſes with Death ; and negligent keeping of Fire is Finable at the diſcre- 
tion of the Judge, as well as the Action they are liable to, for the damage done 
to their Neighbours. 

04j. 2. Farm Houſes and Houſes which ſtand alone in the Country, and in moſt 
Country Towns (except in Market-Towns) Houſes have Twitchels between 
them, and ſtand at ſome diſtance one from another, therefore not ſo ſubject ro 
this Caſualty as thoſe in Cities and Market-Towns are, and not fo needful to be 
inſured. 

Anſw. Although they do not ſtand fo cloſe together, and not ſo liable to receive 
damage from their Neighbours as the other are, yet every individual Houſe is as 
much or more {ubject to this Caſualry than the other, becauſe they have more 
Servants, and their Buildings are for the moſt part Thatched, and Straw ſcattered 
about rheir Yards; and if a Fire happens there, it generally conſumes all, becauſe 
of the combuſtible matter that lies abour them, and for want of that help which 
all Cities and Market-Towns are plentifully furniſhed with. 

04j. 3. The Proportions for Lotles {et on Pariſhes. Hundreds and Counties, arc 
roo great for {ome and too little for others. 

Ayſw. I the Proportions are too large for any Pariſh or Hundred, it is left to 
the diſcretion of Commillioners to add more to them; and if Counties are hard 
charged, the Parliament may if rhey plea{e make it leſs, or leave it to the Conſi- 
deration of the King and Council, becavte here 1s as much diſparity in Counties 
45 there is in Pariſhes and Hundreds. ; 
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0/j. 4. This Inſurance will lay a perpetual Charge on all the Freehold Eſtates in 
Enzland. 

Anſw. It does not charge Land, only Houſes, which are to reap the benefit, and 
ſo no reaſon bur ſhould bear a thare in the Charge. 

0kj. 5. This Inſurance will be a perpetual Charge to the King and the Crown. 

Arſw. it will be a perpetual Advantage becauſe of new Buildings, but no more 
Chargeto the King thanthe firſt collecting the Tax. The Commiſſioners and Aﬀſe(- 
{ors have no Allowance in other Taxes, and will require none in this ; and a Penny 
or ſuch like Sum per Quarter for every tool. inſured, will be a ſufficient Compen- 
{ation for the Regiſter or Clerk that manages this Office in every County, and 
may be charged on the Houſes inſured therein. 

0Lj. 6. There is no Fund for this Inſurance. 

Anſw. An AQ of Parliament is a better Security than all the Funds that can be 
made. 

04j. 7. Houſes are already charged to the Four Shillings Aid, and this ( if now, 
whilſt that's depending ) will be a double Tax on Houſes, which ought not to be. 

Anſw. Gentlemens, Yecomens and Farmers Houſes in the Country, and Tenants 
have paid very little or nothing to all the Taxes hitherto ; therefore if this Tax be 
charged on Occupants and Tenants, it will be no-ſurcharge on the Four Shillings 
Aid ; becauſe that is charged on the Landlord: ſome few indeed who hold and 
dwell in their own houſes will be double charged, bur this Inſurance will make 
them a ſufficicht Recompence, and will be well farisfied with it. 
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PROPOSALS Fafr, Praficable, and Apreeable 
to the State of the Nation, for a New Coynage, and 
Repairing the Loſs in our Clipp'd and Bad Money, 
without putting any ſtop to Commerce.

For the better Conveniency of a New Coznage, let a ſufficient and 
ſure Fand be ſettled by Act of Parliament to incourage the bring- 
ing in of uſeleſs and ſuperfluous Si{ver ( ſuch as Tankards, Cups, 
Pots, Sc. in publick Houſes ) at certain Intereſt, and at the Cur- 
rant Price : which S:/ver being firſt Coined into Mild Money, 
let a Proclamation be ifſued for the Calling fo much of the 0/4 
Money in, as the New Coind amounts to: Then Coin the Old 
into New, and let an equal quantity of the Remaining Old be 
called in, to anſwer the Product of the F:rf? ; and fo do till all be 
new Minted. By this Method the Mint will be immediately ſer 
at Work, and the Ranning Caſh will not be 1n the leaſt diminiſhed, 
during the New Coznage; for the Fund being appropriated to the 
making Good the Plate to ſuch Perſons as bring it in, the Plate 
will ſupply the Deficiency of the Clipp'd Money.

Irft, The E:ft-India Company has; in their way of Trade, ſent out fuch 

vaſt quantities of Exg/;b Bullion, as well as Foreign, as hathencouraged 

== the Bankers, by whom they are ſupply'd, to Melt down the Mild and 

Heavy Moneys, for them to _— under the Notion of Foreign Bullion ; the 

Price thereof being generally raiſed, at the times of Exportation, Three half 
perice or Two-pence per Ounce above the Value at the Mz. 

Seconaly, Great quantities of Bullion, for ſome Years paſt, have been ſent both 
by the Fews and Bazkers into Holland; the occaſion of which is; the Fews in Ho!- 
laud have a Liberty to Coin what Silver they do Import as Merchandice, into 
Lien-Dollars. | 

Thirdly, Tt has been the PraQtice of ſome Men, in thoſe times, when Silver and 
Gold were Plentiful, and the Mint Imploy?d,to cull out the heavieſt Money and 
Melt it,to ſend tothe Mz: the ſecond or ſome a third time. By theſe Three Abuſes 
it is that our Mild Money is now become ſo Scarce ; What efte&s then will the 
lightning our Coin have towards the preventing theſe Abuſes for the future ? As 
the Method of lightning it is propoſed by the Bankers,the effeQts will prove deceit- 
ful ; for inſtance, our Crown-pieces are now Coined Two-pence leſs in Weight 
than one Ounce Troy ; upon which account it is that Bullion is worth Five Shil- 
lings and Two-pence per Ounce at the Mint. If hereafter our Moneys be light- 
ned a Penny in the Crown-piece or. more, and the Profits accrue to the Parties 
that carry the Silver 1n to be Coin'd, Bullion will then be worth Five Shillings 
and Three-pence per Ounce at the Mzzr, or upward, which is the only effeQs thy 
lightning our Coin will have ; excepting that the Profits in lightning it do ac- 
crue to Their Majeſties. As to the firit Cauſe of our Money being deſtroyed, 
the lightning our Coin cannot effeQt it, becauſe the Eaſt-India Trade cannot be 
convetuencly driven or carried an withant Money or Bullion, and therefore to 
be ſupplyed,, will freely give ſomething above the value at the Min ; whereby 
the lightning of our Coin, to raiſe the price of Silver, will not be effeCtual in this 
particular: As to the ſecond, the Fews in Holand, who Coin Liow-Dollars, are 
under no Reſtriction, and will therefore Coin them ſo much the courſer, as will 
anſwer the Price they give for Silver : So conſequently this Method of lightning 
our Coin will not prevent this Abuſe neither. As to the third Abuſe of culling the 
Heavieſt Moneys, atd Melting it to be Coined over again, this will not effe& it in 
theleaft; for it may and will be done with as much Profit then as now; except(as 
before) that the Profits of lightning it do accrue to Their Majeſttes. Seeing then 
that the lightning our Coin, as the Bankers propoſe it, will not be ſufficient to 
prevent theſe great Abulſes, theſe following Propoſals are humbly offered : 

Firſt, That all Bullion once Melted or Wrought in Exglazd, be totally prohi- 
bited,and that none but Foreign Coin and Foreign Bullion be hereafter exported. 

Secondly, That the Owner or Owners of all ſuch Foreign Coin or Foreign Bul- 
lion, to be exported, do make Oath before Their Majefties Commiſſioners of the 
Cuſtoms that the ſame 1s Foreign, and not Melted, nor the property altered ſince 
it was Imported. And if any Officer or Officers, belonging to Their Majeſties 
Cuſtoms, ſhall Seize any Bullion on Board any Ship for Exportation upon Sulpi- 
cion of its being Melted in Ezglena, the Proof tolie upon the Owner or Owners 
thereof, whether ſuch Bullion hath been Melted in Ez2/azd, oris really Foreign, 
and not upon the Officers that Seize it. 

Thirdly, That the liberty of Exporting Foreign Coin and Foreign Bullion be 
Reſtrained to thoſe conſiderable and advantageous Trades mentioned in that ACt 
of the x 5th of K. Charles II. Intituled, Trade Incouraged ; on which the liberty of 
Exportation is grounded, which Trades may be known by the Books of Entry at 
the Cuſtom-Houſe. 

Fourthly,Toprevent the Culling and Melting the Heavieſt Monys,and Cotning 
it two or three times over ; that our Coinbe lightned a Penny in the Crown-piece, 
and ſo proportionably in all other Moneys, and the Profits thereby accrue to 
Their Majeſties ; by which means our Moneys hereafter Coined will paſs for a 
Penny in the Crown, inall Payments, above the Intrinſick value, and conſequent- 
ly not be Melted down and Deſtroy'd.

"N the Fifteenth of King Charles the Second, an AQ was made, Intituled 
Trade Incouraged ; wherein, amongſt other things, a Clauſe is inſerted as

- Fozaſinuch as ſeveral conſiderable and advantageous Trades cannot be con- 


veniently dziven and carried. on without the Species of Bonep and Bullion, 


and that it is found by experience, thar rhey are carrted in gzeareſt abundance, 
as toa Common Market, toſuch places as give free Liberty fo2 expozting the 
ſame; and the better to keep in and increaſe the Currant Coin of this Ring 
Dom, be it enacted, and it is hereby enacted, That, from andafter the day there- 
in mentioned, it ſhall and may be Lawful foz ail Perſons to expozt out of any 
part in England 02 Wales, 02 out of the Town of Berwick upon Tweed, all ſozts of 


Foreign Coin o2 Bullion of Gold o2 Silver, firſt making entry thereof re-- 


ſpectively, without paying any Cuſtom o2 Fee fo? the ſame. 


It is moſt certainly true, that of all the Laws that ever were made in England, 
that are now extant, none ever countenanced ſuch a Liberty as this ; but on the 
contrary, did ftritly prohibit the Exportation, not only of Bullion in general, 
but alſo Foreign Coins, and all Veſſels of Gold and Silver whatſoever, upon 
the Penalties either of Fellons, Forfeitures or Impriſonmeats; 


It was by the endeavours of ſome Members of the Exaſt-Indiz Company, aſhſted 
by ſome eminent _Bankers, that this Liberty was obtained ; and the Cuſtom- 
Houſe Books do atteſt, That they have made very great uſe of it: for this Li- 
berty has created ſuch a way of Trading betwixt the Eaſt-India Company and ſome 
Bankers, as tends direQly to the Impoveriſhing this Nation, and to Inrich them- 
ſelves. Of all the Conſiderable Surams of Moneys that have been yearly coined 
ſince the Reſtoration, very little remains 3 nor, will it ever be otherwiſe, ſo 
long as the Bankers have Melting-places in their Cellars, and liberty to ex- 


port 
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port it when Melted as Foreign Bullion, It 15 for very good Reaſons be- 
lieved by many who Trade 1a Silver and Gold, that in. thoſe Times when 
the Mint was employ'd, that great part of the Moneys then. Coined , by 
Culling it and Melting the heavieſt and ſending 1t to the Mint again, much 
of it was Coined two or three times over, and which has likewiſe been 
cultomary, . and. of as bad conſequence, to railethe Price of Silver at the times 
of *Exportation 'Phree' half pence or Two pence per Ounce above the value 
xt \ the Mint thereby to encourage the : Melcing down the MilPd and Heavy 
Money into the form of Foreign Bullion , the more conveniently to ex-

.. And .although- this . hath been a practice of .as long continuance as the 
liberty of Exportatiop, it never became fo ſenfible a Grievance as ſince this 
preſent War. with) France: In all 'the quanritics of Silver that have been im- 
ported. for ſonie | Years. wh Their Majelties- Mizt is no ways concerned, 
nor can it be expeCted fo long as the Fews and ſome others will give Five 
Shillings and Four Pence per Ounce for Sterlidg Silver , or upward, by the 
Eſſay here, to ſend it to their Correſpondents in Holland, and can have re- 
turns made by Bills to receive Five Shillings and Seven Pence, or Five 
Shillings and Eight Pence for it here in Exgland, as hath been acknowledg- 
ed by {ome Perſons much concerned in this way of Trade. 

There muſt be a dark kind of Myſtery in this buſineſs, which, being well 
underſtood , might direct us to a proper Remedy ; but if it be inquired in- 
to, one will pretend the Change 1s very low, and that muſt paſs for a 
Pretence ; another will pretend the Exigencies of the Wars, and that is the 
beſt Account that he can give of it. But to ſpeak the truth, the ſending 
of fuch great quantities of Silver into Holand is attended with ſuch extraor- 
dinary Profit to themſelves, and Prejudice to the Publick, that thoſe who 
are concerned in it, are deſirous to keep it trom being underſtood by any 
but themſelves; and perhaps many of them do not well know to what uſes 
the Silver they ſend there is imployed: If we inquire of thoſe Gentlemen 
that have' travelled this laſt Campagne into Holland and Flanders, they will 
tell us, That our Crown-Pieces are not worth ſo much in Hellazd as they 
g0 for here, in common Payment, which is ſeemingly a ContradiQtion : but 
herein hes the Myſtery ; The Jews 1n Holland have the liberty granted them 
to Coin what Silver they do Import as Merchandice, into Lien Dollars, which 
are properly the King of Denmark's Coin, though they do not Coin them for 
to ſend into his Countries, but to ſupply the Tarks, as alſo the French 
Kzng, who is much concerned to keep up the Alliance that 1s betwixt him and 
the-Grand:\ Turk, The Profits in Coining Liow Dollars for this Occaſion is fo 
conſiderable, that ſome Gentlemen , if we may believe them, who 
have been much concerned in ſending Silver into -Ho!/azd, would have given 
our King 20000 /. per Avzaum, to have had the Liberty of Coining them here 
in England ; which unfolds the Myſtery of the Jews in Holand, giving Five 
. Shillings and Seven Pence, or Five Shillings and Eight Pence” per Ounce, - for 
what Silver they Import from hence, when at the ſame time our Crown 
Pieces will. not yield more in Holand for common Uſes, than what they go 
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for in. Payments here in Englend. It is obſervable from the Bills of Entry, 
that our Turky Company did formerly ſend out conſiderable Quantities of Dol- 
jars and Pieces of Eight in their Way of Trade; and likewiſe that our Ea#- 
India Company did fend out vaſt Quantities both of Bullion and Foreign Coins, 
which if now they ſhould require the like, would find it a very difficult Mar- 
ter to be ſupplied, if ſome Expedierit be not found out to hinder the Treaſure of 
this Nation from being Exported by the Fews and others, for the Uſe and Pur- 
poſes aforeſaid. Ir appears by'the Bills of Entry, That from the Twenty-fourth 
of May 1689, to this preſent time, there hath been exported into Holland, 
Bullion or melted Silver 2315615 Ounces, Pieces of Eizht and Dollars in 
Number 401357» by which means the Currant Coin "of 
much Deſtroyed, and the Subjets Impoveriſhed, and the French King enabled 
to ſupply the Turks with Lion-Dollars, which paſs for Currant Moneys in 
thoſe Countries, the better to maintain War againſt the Germay Emperor. 
Having diſcovered in General, the Ill Conſequences of Exporting Silver 
and Gold, it may 'receffartly follow, that ſome uſeful Obſervations. be' made 
trom'the Statute, - 0n which the Liberty of Exportation is grounded. 


Firſt, Tt is obſervable from the faid Statute, 'that the Reaſons for grafiting 
ſuch a Liberty, was, 'That ſome Conſiderable and Advantageous Trades might 
better be driven and carried on ; which Trades do appear by the Books of Er- 
try at the Cuſtom-Houſe, to be the Eaſt-Indiaand Turkey Trades ; but the liberty 
of Exportation extending to all Perſons, has given Opportunity to the Fews in 
Holland, to Employ their FaCtors here, to buy up all the Silver they can for their 
Uſe. Whereas, had the Liberty of Exportation been reſtrained to the Trades 
before-mentioned, it might we Bt be believed, that our Mill'd Money had at 
this Time been much more plentiful ; and the Frexch Kzng, for want of 
Lion-Dollars , incapacitated to keep up the Alliance betwixt him and the 
Turks. | 


Seconaly, We may likewiſe obſerve, that by this Liberty it was expeCted, 
the Currant Coin of this Kingdom ſhould have been kept in and encreaſed ; but 
the EffeQts being found by Experience to the Contrary, the Cauſe muſt be 
wholly Attributed to the Exporters, and thoſe who ſupply them with Silver 
and Gold to export. ( They ) as hath been cuſtomary at the times of Exporta- 
tions, and is obſerved in the General raiſing the Price of Bullion, Three Halt- 
pence or Two Pence per Ounce above the value at the Mint, thereby to en- 
courage the melting down the heavy Moneys for them to export. For preventing 
Abuſes of the like Nature, it would ( with ſubmiſſion) be much for the In- 
tereſt of this Kingdom, if the Liberty of exporting any Bullion once melted 
or wrought in Ezz/azd were totally prohibited, and a Duty laid upon all 
Foreign Coins and Foreign Bullion, that ſhould hereafter be exported. By this 
means the Mint would be employed, and the Coin preſerved, and the ex- 
porting the many FaQtories of this Kingdom encouraged, and the Conſiderable 
Trades before-mentioned no ways deprived of the Liberty of exporting ſuch 
Silver as is properly Foreign.

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Thirdly, Tn the laſt Place we ſhall obſerve what Effects the Lightning oor 
Coin will have ( that being propoſed by ſome Men, who have had'T arge 

e in the Exporting of Bullion) as the moſt effectual Remedy for prevent- 
ing the Abuſes herein diſcover'd : Suppoling then that our Crown Pieces be for 
the future Coined a Penny in each Piece lighter than formerly, which is 
Twelve Pence in the Pound Weight Troy. If the Profits hereby do accrue to the 
Party that brings Silver to the Mint to be Coined, the EffeQAts then will be 
this ; The Price of Silver will be raiſed from Five Shillings and Two Pence 
at the Mint, to Five Shillings and Three Pence. But then , if the Exft- 
India Company to Export it in their Way of Trade, or the Fews to Export it 
into Holand for to Coin Lion-Dollars, will give Five Shillings and Five Pence 
or Five Shillings and Six Pence per Ounce, which they will certainly do, fo 
long as they have the Liberty to Export it when melted : There will then 
be the ſame Incouragement for melting the Coin as is now : But if in lightning- 
our Coin this Method be taken,that the Profits thereby ſhall accrue to Their Ma- 
jeſties, it will then have very good EffeQs in preventing thoſe great Abuſes-of 
Culling the Moneys after it is Coined, and melting the heavieſt to be Coin- 
eda Second or ſome a Third Time ; which,as is believed,hath been praCtiſed ever 
ſince the Liberty of Exportation was granted.

L. HAT Milld Mony, and all other ſorts of good Mony, of the 
ſeveral Coyns of Exgl:rd, that are not Clipt, but good Ster- 
ling Silver, ſhall be and remain at the Rates formerly; only with 
this Difference, That the Crown-Piece (and all other Pieces in 
Proportion) ſhall be of equal Value with an Ounce of Sterling- 
Silver. The Crown weighs about 19 Penny-Weight ; ſo there 

FRF is 1 Penny-Weight Difference, which the Coynage gives the 

rown. 


II. That all the Clipt-Mony be call'd in and new-coin'd into MilPd-Mony, of the 
ſame Weight and Goodneſs as formerly, and to go at the ſame Rates, only haveing 
Relation to Sterling-Silver, as before. 


HI. That all the Clipt Mony be paidinto the Mint in Sums, not leſs than 51; for 
which the Receivers ſhall give a Receipt, ſign'd by a Commiſſioner for that Purpoſe 
appointed ; in which Receipt ſhall be mention'd the Sum by Tale, as likewiſe the 


Weight of the Mony ſo paid. 


IV. That the Bank of England may give Notes, with 3 per cent. Intereſt, payable 
in ſuch Time as tliey will agree for, for the whole Sums, as by Tale paid into the 


Mint. 


V. That if, in the paying the Clipt-Mony, any be found falſe Coin or baſe Metal, 
that ſuch Mony, fo found, be cut in Pieces, and the Pieces return'd to the Owners. 


VI. That there be ſeveral Offices at ſeveral Places in and about Lonaor, where Res 
ccivers ſhall attend to receive the Clipt-Mony from all Parts of England. 


VII. That for the making Good the'Loſs (which will ariſe) by the new Coining of 
the Mony, there be raiſed, for ſo many Years ſucceſſively (as may be thought ſut- 
ficient) One hundred thouſand Pounds per annum, by ſuch a Tax as may be found 
convenient; and that the Bank have Tallies upon the Fund, to be appointed by the 
Parliament, for the Value they do give their Note for, above which they are to receive 


out of the Mint, with the Intereſt of the wholeat 5 per cent. for the firſt Year, Tc. 
VIII. That 


VIII. That the Mony, as faſt as it is Coin'd in the Tower, ſhall be paid to the Bank 
of England; and that they have the ſame Weight new-coined out as was deliver d into 
the Mint in Clipt-Mony. 


IX. That all Sorts of Things made of Silver, in all Parts of England, &c. ſhall be 
Sterling, upon a Penalty, and that no Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, directly or ingi- 
realy, ſhall ask, demand or take for any Sterling-Silver more than Five Shillings an 
Ounce; and that in all Accounts and Reckonings whatſoever Crowns and Ounces cf 
Sterling-Silver ſhall be equivalent and pay one for the other. 


X. That the Crown, weighing 19 Penny-Weight, being equal in Value with 20 
Penny-Weight of Sterling-Silver, this Advantage ſhall be to ſuch as ſhall ſend Sterling- 
Silver to be coin'd, they receiving the ſame Weight out in Coin'd-Mony which they 
paid in in Bullion : Which Advantage may be ſuppos'd will bring Silver enough to be 
coin'd for the Uſe of the Nation.

ObjeRion. It has been the Opinion of many, That Raiſing of Mony, or new Coining of 
Mony of a leſs Value, would keep Mony in the Nation. 

Anſwer. The Raiſing of Mony is no more than giving of it a new Name, which all 
Perſons will conſider in Trade ; only old Debts will be leſſen'd, and Gentlemen's 
Eſtates which are leaſed, their Rents will be ſo much abated as the Mony is advanced ; 
but all other Perſons in Buying, Selling and Making their Bargains, will conſider it. 
The calling a Crown Six Pence more or leſs does not alter the intrinſick Value, but 
only gives it a new Name; but the making of 19 Penny-Weight equal with 20 
Penny-Weight of Silver of the ſame Goodneſs, I conceive is the moſt likely way to 
keep our Mony from being Exported or Melted, becauſe it brings a loſs to the'Expor- 
ter (if any ether Silver is to be had) but to the Melter a certain Loſs without exception. 


Object. Silver #s worth mare than Five Shillings per Ounce, and therefore Mony ought to 
be raiſed in proportion. 3% 

Anſwer, The occaſion of our Silver being of a greater Value than our Mild Mony 
or other old Mony, is not from any Scarcity of Bullion, but that our Mony being 
generally clipt, is made one Third or an Falf leis than it ought to be; and the 
Mony that is unclipt is either borded or elſe manag'd by the Clippers: And this is 
alſo the main Reaſon of the extravagant Riſing of Guinea's, which will ſoon alter 
when the Mony is mended. 

It is a very true Obſervation, That if our Exportations do not exceed our Importa- 
tions in Value, we muſt ſend Mony abroad in Specze, call it what you will. To 
prevent which, 1 conceive there is no other way but by proteQing our Merchant's- 
Ships at Sea and Trade abroad; and enrouraging our ManufaQtures at Home. 


Objea. That all Foreigners will conſider our Mony in Exchange, and make the Difference 
which we give it by Coinage above its Value Uncoird. 
Anſwer, 1f our Exportations exceed our Importation, then we ſhall put a Value upon 


their Mony, and, per contra, they on ours.

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An EXPEDIENT to avoid the great Charge of 
New Coyning the Clipped Money for the Preſent, and for 
the making it as Uſeful as if it were New Coyned : As alſo 
to Prevent Clipping for the ſuture : Humbly Offered to the 
Conſideration of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, by 


x. HAT that there may be forthwith made ſo many Braſs 

Boxes, with a Copper Core to each (the Model whereof is 

A ready tobe produced) as may contain all the Clipped Mo- 

ney in the Kingdom, to be of ſuch ſeveral fizes as to hold from 100 /. to 

101. orunder, each Box proportioned as this Honourable Houſe ſhall 
think fit. 7 

2. That all the Clipped Money in the Kingdom be brought by a 
prefixed time into His Majeſties Mint in theTower,and (by ſuch perſons 
as his Majeſty ſhall appoint to receive it) to be immediately put into 
the ſaid Boxes, and preſently to Rivet faſt the Copper Core, and then 
Stamped (or Coyned ) at both ends, with ſuch Impreſſions as His Ma- 
jeſty ſhall Ordain ; and this may be effeQed with ſuch expedition, as 
that the Owner may carry his Money back with him. :

oning alſothe Value and Weight of the Box, and no Box to paſs1n Pay- 
ments without the ſaid Ticket be delivered withit, and a Regiſter to 
be kept of all the ſaid Boxesand Tickets.

ſome Rib large Inſtruments as cannot be eafily bid, as thoſe for Clipping may. 

3. They muft run the ſame hazards beſides of Clipping and Coyning too :

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And if the Method herein Propoſed be Approved of by this Hon- 
ourable Houſe, 'tis humbly hoped that the Inventor of it will be pre- 
ferred to the providing and making of all the Boxes and Copper Cores ;

he will hereby have done the Kingdom, one per Cent. out of all the 
Money that ſhall be Incloſed in them, will not be thought too much. 

And if this Honourable Houſe ſo think fit, this one per Cent. may be

HEREAS the Great Difficulty, that appears in this Matter, proceeds from the Conſideration, that the 

Calling in our Mozey [at this time] muſt Occaſion a Great Stop in Trade; the Market thereby not able 
to be Supplied; befides the many further Tzconveniencies that may naturally ariſe : Yet the Neceflity for 
our Coin to be Regulated, 1s ſuch, That it were much more eligible to be ſubje& to the hazard of 
ſome Milchiets, than not put a ſtop [in due time] to that growing Evi/ : which to prevent, it's Hum- 
bly Propoſed, as an Expedient, to render it eaſy and praQticable, from theſe four following Heads. 


Firſt, BY Supplyize our Market while our Money is a Coining. 

Secondly, BY Making Good the Deficiency of” the Mint. 

Thirdly, BT Preſervirg our Mila and Broad Money, till the time of Calling in our Clipt Money. 

Fourthly, BY making EAST the FALL of Gold, which is [now] become the general and curranut Caſh of the Nation. 


As to the Two Firſt Heads, it's Propos'd : 


THAT a FUND (being made for a Lottery of a Million, or more, if thought fir, to be Advanced by ſuch Perſons only, 
as {hall purchaſe their Intereſt, by bringing in Plate, forthwith, to be Coined before the Money be called in) would certainly 
Anſwer in lieu of Bllioz, to give an immediate Supply to the Market, keep our Money circulating, and remove all Objections. 

THE Quantity of the Syperfluous Plate in this Kingdom 1s ſo conſiderable, which, together with the Uſelels Plate in Pub- 
lick Howſes, being Prohibited, it's not to be doubted, but a Million, or Two, might be ſoon Advanced. IT 

ESPECIALLY when we conlider rhe Price rhat Plate now bares, and how deſirous the People are of coming into ano- 
ther Lottery, as: plainly appear'd by the Prizes and Blanks in the Million Adventure, when once paſt the hopes of another Lot- 
iery, the laſt Seſſions, Advanc'd from Six Years Purchaſe to Sever and an half. 

T HE Way and Method for all fuch Perſons as ſhall be Proprietors in this Adventure is Propos'd, That - they carry their 
Plate to the Mit, there to receive Tickets according to the Value, Accounting ſo many Ouzces as ſhall be proportioned to a 
—vayg ; and for -every odd Sum that thall happen over and above, to receive a Nore for the ſame, Payable at a certain tune, 
after Coining. 

BUT if £ ſhall be thought fit to have ſuch Plate brought into the Bayxk, thence to be Tranſinitted to the Mint, to return 
in Coin ; the Mint will be greatly eas'd, conſidering the Work upon their hands, and the Money made much more Def#uſive, 

FOR the Bark thereby being enabled to anſwer the Defficiency of the Miz, all Perſons of Worth and Credit, that ſhall 
bring their Money to be Coin'd, will readilv take Notes upon the Bark, for what ſhall fall ſhort ; which being for their eaſe, 
and having a free Credit, the 0/tzon or more in Specie will remain in the Bayt to ſupply the Poorer fort of People, that 
can afford no Credir, having no more than bare Subliſtance. | 

$O conſequently the Bent will ſupply the Mint, and-the Dint be able to ſupply the Baxk before Occaſion ; Therefore 
no poſſibility of Sroppare in Commerce, or Want of Current Money, : 

B Y theſe means, not only the preſent Occaſion is anſwered, by Facilitating the Coyzage of all the Money, but a Million or 
more in Specie is created; without which, it's directly finking a M70, or more, from what was in the Natioz before, which 
is conceiv'd can hardly be ſpared at this time, 

AS to the Third Head, by preſerving our MilPd and Broad Money, &c. 

I 'T cannot be ſuppoled the Miliion, or more, that ariſes trom the Plate brought into this Lottery, can be complcated, and turned into 
x Coin in leſs than Twelve Months ; therefore may be Naturally Objedted, That all our  Mill'd and Broad Money, will cither be melted 

down, or clipt 1n that time. 

I T's Anlwered thus : 

That if the Parliament ſhall, in their Wiſdom, think fit to give Encouragement to all Perſons, that ſhall bring in ſuch Money into His Majeſty's

GOLD being the general Caſh of the Nation, will certainly aFe& the poor and middle fort of people moſt : And upon a ludden, and ſe- 
vere fall, it may occaſion a greater Inconvenicnee than at preſent can be imagin'd, or fit tobeinſerted : Though ſome may ſay [as Gold 
did riſe, fo let it fall] yetthis Anſwer tends not (with ſubmiſſion) to the quiet of the Government, or to the eaſe of the Subject. There- 
tore, in tendernc{s to both, It's humbly Propoſed, That it this Honourable Honſe ſhall adjudge it neceſſary to {cttle the price of Guineas, 
2;z. That from Week to Week, or from Month to Month, proportionably, they ſhall gradually fall Two Pence per Guinea : By theſe 
Means the Loſs will be caly ; and that which muſt render it the more acceptable, will be the Natural Force ot Payments ; and the 
oreateſt Loſs will Center among thoſe that have been the greateſt Gainers, viz. the Hoarders of our Coin. : | 
SO that upon a Calculation, ina Years time, or le{s,One or Two Millions may be Coined in Specie from the Plate, (if thought convent- 
ent togranta Fund for ſomuch) beſides the Mild and Broad Money, that certainly will be brought into the Exchequer, upon ſuch Conki- 
deration, which may modeſtly be computed not to be lef5 than Ten or Twelve Hundred Thouſand Pounds. THE whole then amounting 
2 near Three Millions ; it cannot but be allowed as ſufficient to Anſwer the immediate demands, upon our Clipt Money being calPd 
n: And by that time we ſhall be ready to Exchange our Silver ; Gold, by the Gentle Fall of Two Pence a Week, or proportionably 
kr Month, will come toits old Center. | | Ga 

IN the mean time the Mozey that paſſes, which is almoſt Impoſſible to be made worſe; and ſome part of the Gold we have being quar- 
crd, together with the Bills Iſſued out from the Exchegquer,for what Moneys ſhall be brought in ; beſides, the SETgta ge of Bank Credit 
vill certainly maintain our Trade in a free Circulation ; conſidering our Support (for ths Year paſt) has been by the fame means, with- 


- Þut this Addition of Coining Notes from the Exchequer, for above a Mz/lion, and more; which is the leaſt that can be expeCted to be 
rought in, upon a Conſideration given by this Honourable Houſe.
